Unlimited Power of Conscription 


Demanded byAdministrtionThru 
Secretary of War Brings Forth 
Storm of Criticism !for Attempted 
Usurpation of Legislative Func- 
tions. 


WASHINGTON, MAY LJ.—A sharp division over the 


administration demand for unlimited power to create new 
armies, submitted by ^Secretary oi' War Baker to the mili- 
tary affairs ecnjunittee of the house, was evident in con- 
gress today. 


The military ati'uirs'ciumimtee itself 
was divided. 


Chairman Dent said he would "never vote to give unlimit- 
ed power." He believed the four million men provided in 
the bill he has introduced is as many as the war depart- 
ment could possibly handle. "If they want more they can 
come to congress for more at any time," he said. ^lany 
Democrats on the committee shared this opinion. 


Secretary Baker appeared before the 


committee again today to elaborate 
tbe program he sketched yesterday. 
lie was scheduled to lay before the 
committee' the exact estimates of the 
cost, as at present foreseen of raising, 
training, and equipping 
the armies 


needs and maintaining them on the 
firing line.

ed to have any advance information 
from the war department, it was gen-
